REPORT, 


TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Fifty-sixth Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report 20 meetings of the Board have been held. We have 
made 336 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our 
control. 


3. Six hundred and twenty-eight, funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us from time to time, since the “Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

,, 7 : Applications have been made to us m several Charities to approve of the sale of 
their holdings to the Tenants under the Land Purchase Acts. We have sanctioned 
such sales m cases in which we considered the particular sale would be for the benefit 
of the Charity interested. 


8. In a case in which a Testator bequeathed the residue of his property for 
charitable purposes, a considerable portion thereof was withheld by one of the 
Executors We certified the case to the Attorney-General, the small amount voted by 
Parliament for our Law Costs having been almost exhausted. 3 ' 


9. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ” ; and our Annro 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1900, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts.
